There is probably nu ono In the 
world who doesn't like a plenic. If 
you want to make your family hap- 
py, plan plonty of meals al fresco. 

If you can’t go on regular old- 
fashioned picnics {n the country, at 
least try to cat out-of-doors occa- 
alonally. A table on the porch, in 
the backyard or on the front lawn 
will suffice. 

Eating out-of-doors seems to 
whet lagging appetités. Children, 
who otherwise wouldn't cat a thing, 
will often be tempted by the food 
served at a pienic. The fresh air, 
combined with the feeling of ex- 
cilement which always surrounds a 
pienic, does the trick! 

Heated Foods Appreciated. 

There ia a long list of foods

cakes are four of them, But, if 
you jntend to serve many meals in 
ythe open air, your menus should 
Vary.

Cornish Pasty 


Simplest “Recipe For 
Famous Dainty. 


PART OF PROCESS 


No more savoury meal can be 
conjured up in the mind of a Cor- 
nishman than the hot pasty which 
greets him when his day’s work {s 
done, and Cornish women {in min- 
ing camps all over the world have 
folded and rolled their pasties and 
thought of the day when they would 
return to the country of their ori- 
gin. 

Rather Plain Pastry 

The most common Cornish pasty 
{gs tiade of uncooked beef and pota- 
toes, and pastry. The pastry should 
be plain — % !b. Lat or rather less 
fo 1 Ib. flour as too rich a pastry 
will not hold-the filling when it 
gets in the oven, and will go to 
pieces. Many Cornish people put 
a little suet {nto the pastry to make 
a harder crust. 

Roll out a circular piece of pas- 
try, not too thin, and about 8 in- 
chen in diameter. The outaide edge 
can be left slightly thicker with 
care, Take two fairly large un- 
cooked potatoes and cut each into 
Your. Then alice each section fine- 
ly on fo: the pastry; the plecen 
should be about the size of a shill- 
ing.

Army Ranks Thinnea

Provincial Finances Low 


(BY HOLLINGTON K. TONG. 


Alarm has been felt over the de- 
claration of the independence . of 
Fukien. There is a general, but 
scarcely well-founded, fear that 
this autonomous movement may 
spread to other provinces, Those 
ho have made a careful study of 
the new political situation in the 
Southwest predict an early failure 
of Fukien opposition to the Govern- 
ment. There are a number of jm- 
portant factors which will prevent 
the extension of anti-Government 
artivfties to other provinces. 

Financially, Fukien, where the 
so-called people's government was 
Jnunched, is very poor. In former 
titnes, its annual revenue did not 
amount aven in the best year te 
more than $12,000,000, but now it 
has been considerably reduced on 
ucvount of the long continued dix 
orders in the country-side. Since 
it. transfer from Shanghai to Fv- 
kien, the 19th Route Army has 
bees receiving from the Central 
Government a monthly subsidy of 
$600,900, 

The urmy managed to save §$8,- 
900.000, but nearly half of this 
umount has been expended during 
the inat two years. on various items 
suen as the purchase of fur conta 
for an anti-Japanese expedition to 
Manchuria and the re-conditioning 
of tnefr military equipments. 

General Chen Ming-shu has 
launched the separation movement 


with only $6,000,000 in his war 
chest. This sum is far from suffi- 
cient to finance a major cam- 


paign upon which he has figured fn 
his program. There is little likeli- 
hood that financial aid from other 
quarters would be forthcoming un- 
less he succeeded in achieving 
some mensure of military success, 
Open To Aftack 
Genera! Chen is handicapped 
geographically, Fukien, which he 
hax chosen as the staring point of 
his independence movement, does 
not possess any strategical value. 
It ix open to attack front every 
side, In thé south there £/ the 
province of Kwangtung, which 
with General Chen Chi-tang as its 
Chairman is hostile to him. In the 
west iq located Kiangsi, in the in- 
terior of which is raging the Com- 
munist uprising. The Govern- 
ment-controlled Chekiang borders 
the northern frontier of Fukien. 
With a long seacoast in the south 
Fukien 4s subject to naval attacks. 
lt will be easy enough for it to 
effect occupation of Foochow, 
Amoy and other important ports of 
Fukien. The establishment of a 
blockade will reduce the importance 
of Fukien as the stat of tho new 
Government to a mere shadow. 
Deflected Loyalty . 
More than a month ago, General 
Chen worked hard to deflect the 
loyalty of some. of the more jm- 
portant commanders of General 
Chen Chi-tang’s troops in Kwang- 
tung. °. anes 
A comparison of the respective 
military strengths—providing that 
General Chen’ Chi-tang’s men. ara 
loyal to him—constitutes another 
factor against General Chen Ming- 
shu {f Kwangtung and Fukien 
should ‘become: involved in hostflf.
